Farm Service Agency 
Administrator urges 
farmers and ranchers 
to vote in county 
committee elections 


Farm Service Agency (FSA) 
Administrator Juan M. Garcia 
announced that the 2012 FSA 
county committee elections will 
begin on Monday, Nov. 5, with the 
mailing of ballots to eligible vot- 
ers. The deadline to return the 
ballots to local FSA offices is 
Dec. 3, 2012. 

“The role and input of our 
county committee members is 
more vital than ever,” said Gar- 
cia. “New county committee 
members provide input and 
make important decisions on the 
local administration of disaster 
and conservation programs. 
With better participation in re- 
cent years, we also have seen 
promising increases in the num- 
ber of women and minority can- 
didates.” 

Eligible voters who do not re- 
ceive ballots in the coming week 
can obtain ballots from their 
local USDA Service Center. Dec. 
3, 2012, is the last day for voters 
to submit ballots in person to 
local USDA Service Centers. Bal- 
lots returned by mail must also 
be postmarked no later than Dec. 
3. Newly elected committee mem- 
bers and their alternates will 
take office Jan. 1, 2013. 

To be an eligible voter, farm- 
ers and ranchers must partici- 
pate or cooperate in an FSA 
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program. A person who is not of 
legal voting age, but supervises 
and conducts the farming opera- 
tions of an entire farm also may 
be eligible to vote. Agricultural 
producers in each county sub- 
mitted candidate nominations 
during the nomination period, 
which ended Aug. 1. 

While FSA county committees 
do not approve or deny farm op- 
erating loans, they make deci- 
sions on disaster and 
conservation programs, emer- 
gency programs, commodity 
price support loan programs and 
other agricultural issues. Mem- 
bers serve three-year terms. Na- 
tionwide, there are about 7,700 
farmers and ranchers serving on 
FSA county committees. Com- 
mittees consist of three to 11 
members that are elected by eli- 
gible producers.

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Safe Home Annual Harvest Food and Supply Drive underway 


The Women’s Resource Center of 
Northern Michigan (WRCNM) is 
holding their annual Harvest Food 
and Supply Drive to collect needed 
items for domestic and sexual 
abuse survivors and their children 
staying at the agency’s Safe Home. 

The Safe Home provides a se- 
cure, supportive and caring resi- 
dence for families in Northern 
Michigan that often arrive at the 
emergency shelter without per- 
sonal belongings. Last year 139 
survivors and their children 
sought refuge at the Safe Home 
and were provided with more than 
8,700 meals, as well as all their 
daily needs. The Safe Home is 
fully staffed, stocked and operated 
24 hours a day, 365 days a week pro- 
viding a constant safe haven for 
those seeking refuge and produc- 


supplies. Annual costs to run this 
program exceed $25,000. 

“We rely on donations from the 
community to help make the shel- 
ter a ‘home’ for the many families 
from Antrim, Charlevoix, Cheboy- 
gan, Emmet and Otsego counties 
utilizing these critical services,” 


said Safe Home Coordinator, Jamie 


Winters. “All domestic abuse serv- 
ices at the Safe Home are provided 


at no charge to domestic abuse sur- 


vivors and their children; support 
from the community during this 
annual donation drive is essen- 
tial.” 

Some of the items on the Safe 
Home Needs List include non-per- 
ishable food items such as cereal, 
fruit juice, peanut butter and 
boxed meals. Household supplies 
include laundry detergent, toilet

Hill Nature Preserve Gets New Parking Lot 


In 2011, The Hill Nature Preserve 
was donated to Little Traverse Con- 
servancy by the three families that 
had enjoyed it for decades. Offering 
spectacular views of Lake 
Charlevoix, the preserve lies just 
outside Boyne City’s city limits and 
includes more than two miles of 
trails through rolling terrain and 
several habitat types. 

Until recently, parking to the pre- 
serve was very limited with a small 
parking area available along 
Charlevoix Avenue/Old Horton Bay 
Road. However this past August, the 
Conservancy received a generous 10- 
acre donation from Al Haske which 
brought the preserve size to 116 
acres and allows for better parking 
and access to The Hill. 

Earlier this month, a provisional 
six-car parking lot was completed on 


the new donation with the help of 
numerous volunteers. Generous as- 
sistance came from Matthew Bow- 
man of Eternity Home and Cottage 
Care. Camden MacKenzie, a local 
Eagle Scout candidate, coordinated 
volunteers to continue work on the 
parking area and on a temporary 
trail that links the parking area to 
the existing trail system on the pre- 
serve. 

The Conservancy plans to main- 
tain both the old parking area along 
Charlevoix and the new Clute Road 
parking area. The Clute Road park- 
ing area will be plowed this winter 
and there is a possibility that trails 
will be groomed for cross country 
skiing and snowshoeing. A bigger 
gravel-surfaced parking lot as well 
as a formal and permanent trail 
from the new parking lot to the trail

system will be established next sum- 
mer. (Updated trail information will 
be posted on the Conservancy web- 
site.) Preserve visitors are encour- 
aged to park at the new parking area 
whenever possible, as it is both safer 
and more user-friendly than the old 
one. Please note that The Hill Pre- 
serve is not open for hunting, and al- 
though dogs are welcome, they must 
be leashed while in the Preserve. 
The Hill Preserve is one of more 
than 160 nature preserves owned 
and managed by the Little Traverse 
Conservancy throughout its five- 
county service area.

Dear Editor: 


National Homelessness Aware- 
ness Week, November 10-18, is a 
time to increase awareness about 
this ongoing crisis affecting 
more than 636,000 people in the 
U.S. every day. One way we can 
reduce our nation’s homeless- 
ness is to help end domestic vio- 
lence. 

Significant percentages of 
homeless women report domes- 
tic violence was the immediate 
cause of their homelessness. 
Many survivors are in highly 
controlled relationships and lack 
resources to leave the home they 
share with an abuser. Without 
access to money, transportation 
or a support system, they must 
choose between staying in an 
abusive relationship and living 
on the streets. Homeless shelters 
are not a safe option for many do- 


mestic abuse survivors who are 
escaping a dangerous relation- 
ship. Daily, in the U.S., 37,000 do- 
mestic abuse survivors and their 
children reside in a shelter or 
transitional housing program. 
Locally, the Women’s Resource 
Center of Northern Michigan 
(WRCNM) provides support, 
counseling and safe shelter to 
survivors at the Safe Home. Last 
year, 664 survivors and their chil- 
dren utilized WRCNM domestic 
abuse services; 185 of whom 
sought safety at the agency’s Safe 
Home and 68 made use of transi- 
tional supportive housing. 

If homelessness is considered 
an ignored epidemic, domestic 
violence is an invisible one. It 
occurs in intimate relationships 
behind closed doors, leading us 
to think of it as a private matter. 
Domestic violence is not a pri- 
vate matter, itis a crime. Itisa 


serious national problem that af- 
fects us all — in every community, 
work place and school. 

You can help end domestic 
abuse! Support, listen to and be- 
lieve survivors, and speak out 
against domestic abuse. Volun- 
teer at the WRCNM’s Safe Home. 
Help others become informed by 
inviting the WRCNM to speak to 
your organization, group, school 
or workplace. Be a role model by 
practicing respectful, healthy, 
non-violent relationships. 

Working together as a commu- 
nity, we can make a positive im- 
pact on ending domestic violence 
and homelessness.

THE “TO SERVE & PROTECT” RACKET 


GO AHEAD, MAKE MY DAY 
would be a more appropriate 
shibboleth on cop cars. They’re 
out there looking for money. 
They’re not there to protect you, 
see that you get home safely, don’t 
hurt anybody, keep the peace. 
They’re there to make money. 

As side benefit COPs (Consta- 
bles On Patrol) get to act out the 
swagger inherent to the blue col- 
lar job, otherwise not available to 
unskilled workers. Putting on 
the uniform, as with black robed 
judges, suddenly transforms the 
workingman into an officer of 
the law with court and correc- 
tions, fee, fine, licensing and mul- 
titudinous statutes standing 
stolidly behind him/her. For pay, 
perk and pension, cops and 
courts have created a culture of 
recycled forms of perpetual taxa- 
tion. That’s what it comes down 
to, moneys collected through 
laws legislated by the hirelings in 
state capitols and federal tri- 
umvirate that we pay for and vote 
into office — the gift that keeps on 
taking and charging interest. 

Cops no longer walk the beat 
and consequently get no more 
free breakfasts, communicate not 
with townsfolk, instead isolate 
and alienate themselves behind 
glass and metal wheeled enclo- 
sures with technological equip- 
ment, behind billboards drinking 
coffee, only associate with the 
public when able to write tickets 
that beget either fines or jail and 
court, in which latter case even 
more money intake is leveraged. 
These guys are not protectors, 
they’re predatory bill collectors. 

Originally cops were instituted 


to catch the bad guys, needful in 
the days of Wild West outlaws 
and then inner city crime. Now, 
apart from drug violations, mur- 
der, rape, and robbery, cops are 
focused on infractions of law 
having to do with DUI law, seat- 
belt violations, paperwork as in 
“your papers please”, and a mul- 
titude of minor peccadilloes on 
statute books according to the 
judge’s admonitions and fines. 
With a slam of the gavel s/he col- 
lects the wages of sin from you 
for wages of sin by bureaucracy, 
to curtail you and benefit them. 

All this reduces to want of law- 
breakers. Yes, want. Whether 
civil or criminal every ticket, 
every arrest, garners money for 
city, county and state and hence 
federal annual kickback. 

And then come the lawyers. 
They pay taxes too and work to 
both convict and negotiate bar- 
gaining for defendants — mostly 
bargaining since most court 
cases are plea bargains of one 
sort and another. Law is a busi- 
ness and as oft quipped business 
doesn’t pay taxes, consumers do 
inclusive of defendants. As soon 
as the monetary angle is arrived 
at, the deal is done, money col- 
lected, everyone goes home or to 
respective hard time. It doesn’t 
matter much; money changes 
hands in any case. Law has be- 
come nothing more than a racket. 

We have no need of cops. What 
good do they do? Neighborhoods 
don’t need surveillance; neigh- 
borhoods have neighbors and 
dogs for that task, guns if 
needed. One cop per small town 
is plenty, perhaps an on-call part 


time fill-in for overnight chores — 
Chester or Festus would do just 
fine, even Barney Fife. County 
and State cops have no place in 
small towns. That one local offi- 
cer has also discretion of warn- 
ing and allowance for degree of 
safety apparent. The breatha- 
lyzer testing apparatus is regu- 
lated far too low on a scale of 
inebriation to make realistic de- 
cisions as to ability to drive. 
Seatbelts are sometimes sensible 
on highways where speed limits 
increase but not in 20-80 mph city 
street neighborhoods and park- 
ing lots. The only police function 
of worth is in traffic accident re- 
ports for insurance company 
restitution, a function that other- 
wise would have to be handled by 
insurance agents who gladly let 
cops take care of that for them 
and hence vote accordingly for 
legislated actions enhancing 
statutes that might prevent fur- 
ther accidents, so goes the ration- 
ale. 

All of this comes to, as long- 
shoreman philosopher Eric Hof- 
fer wrote, Every movement first 
becomes a business, then a 
racket. Law is a racket created, 
aided and abetted by legislated 
bureaucracy which has slowly 
taken over the land in the form of 
cops, courts and collections in po- 
lice state perpetuity for the sys- 
tem maintained solely for that 
purpose: money.

spring’s dredging is eradicated. 
“Right now we’re in worst shape 
than we were last year,” he said. 
Anticipating the ongoing dredg- 
ing issue consequential to build- 
ing a harbor at the mouth of a 
river, the city applied for a grant 
to construct a wall that would 
redirect the flow of water enter- 
ing the South Arm from the Jor- 
dan River and relieving the 
harbor of the constant onslaught 
of sand and silt that presently 
has all but 18 slips blocked. The 
City has been notified that they 
have received the DNR Water- 
ways Commission 50/50 grant 
for $26,000 but have yet to receive 
any paperwork. “The worst case 
scenario keeps happening,” said 
Cannon, who has been waiting 
for the grant agreement to pro- 
ceed with construction. “The 
more time we back off on this 
wall the more it’s going to cost in 
the future,” agreed Commis- 
sioner Mark Penzien. 

Cannon begrudgedly sug- 
gested that if the agreement did 
not arrive very soon the commis- 
sioners reject the grant and pro- 
ceed with the project. 
“Twenty-five thousand dollars 
spent now will save us sixty 
thousand next year,” said Pen- 
zien. 

The commissioners were in- 
formed in September that their 
grant application was approved 
but the Waterways Commission 
cancelled an October meeting 
leaving the city hanging, unable 
to proceed with the needed con- 
struction because of the terms of 
the grant. No bids or permits for 
any part of the project can begin 
until the grant has been offi- 
cially received. In the meantime

the water level has decreased by 
eighteen inches and the river 
has brought in an even greater 
amount of sand than in past 
years. “Between the fifth and 
tenth months of this year more 
sand has gone into the harbor 
than the last two years,” said 
Cannon. 

“The timeline is shrinking, 
we’re going to take action we 
just don’t want to move too soon 
and lose the grant if we don’t 
have to,” said Penzien. The com- 
mission asked Cannon and city 
Administrator Chris Yonker to 
lay out a plan including costs 
and a timetable and some feasi- 
ble options for the next meeting 
which will be held Tuesday, No- 
vember 20 at 7 PM.

Health Department to observe 
Great American Smokeout on 


November 15 


Tobacco use re- 
mains the single 
largest preventable 
cause of disease 
and premature 
death in Michigan, 
yet many Michigan- 
ders still use to- 
bacco. More than 
half of these to- 
bacco users have 
tried to quit for at 
least one day during 
the past year. Be- 
cause tobacco prod- 
ucts are highly 
addictive, most 
users make several 
attempts to quit before they are successful. 

The Health Department of Northwest Michi- 
gan will join the American Cancer Society to 
mark the 37th Great American Smokeout on No- 
vember 15th. Smokers are encouraged to use it 
as the date to quit, or to plan in advance and quit 
smoking that day. By doing so, they will be tak- 
ing an important step towards a healthier life — 
one that can reduce cancer risk for themselves 
and their loved ones. 

“The Great American Smokeout is a reminder 
to encourage tobacco users to quit, and to sup- 
port them in their efforts,” said Linda Yaroch, 
Health Officer for the Health Department. 
“There are resources available to help with quit- 
ting, and we want to make sure that people are 
aware of those resources.” 

Research shows that a combination of thera- 
pies, including nicotine replacement, counsel- 
ing, self-help materials and a strong support 
network of family and friends, can help smokers 
quit. 

There are numerous resources available to 
Michigan residents: 

The Michigan Department of Community 
Health (MDCH) Tobacco Quitline, (800) 784-8669, 
provides free telephone coaching for the unin- 
sured and those with Medicaid and Medicare, 
and free nicotine replacement medications for 
those who qualify. Information on quitting smok- 
ing and a free printable Michigan Smoker’s Quit 
Kit are available through MDCH by visiting 
www.michigan.gov/tobacco. 

BecomeAnEX.org is a free, interactive Web 
site that shows smokers how to re-learn life with- 
out cigarettes. The site, developed by Legacy in 
partnership with Mayo Clinic, offers a free, per- 
sonalized quit plan and an online support com- 
munity to help people prepare to quit and stay 
off tobacco for a lifetime. 

The American Cancer Society has tools avail- 
able to help with quitting. For more informa- 
tion, contact the American Cancer Society at 
(800) 227-2345 or visit www.cancer.org. 

In addition, the Health Department will be of- 
fering a FREE Smoking Quit Kit, available for 
pick-up at its locations in Mancelona, Bellaire, 
Petoskey/Harbor Springs, Gaylord and 
Charlevoix.

Well, I’m back again for the month 
of November, and I’d like to discuss a 
topic that can be somewhat contro- 
versial and that comes with this time 
of year. I’m referring to the Flu Shot. 
It is now common for pharmacies, 
and big businesses to offer the flu 
shot to people and employees as if it 
were a special holiday offer that you 
don’t want to miss. 

The Influenza virus is transmitted 
through the air when we cough or 
sneeze and expel vapors that are har- 
boring germs that can then be picked 
up by others breathing the air 
around us. Symptoms include fever, 
runny nose, sore throat, fatigue, 
muscle aches and pains, headaches, 
and sometimes nausea and vomiting. 
Often times, it is confused with the 
common cold. There are three classi- 
fications of the Influenza Virus, and 
numerous strains in each category 
that can range in severity of symp- 
toms. Given these symptoms, it is un- 
derstandable that we would want to 
do something to protect ourselves as 
most of us don’t want to be ill, 
chance passing it to our families, or 
take the time from our hectic sched- 
ules to be sick. But how should you 
accomplish this? 

The Flu Shot for the 2012-2013 sea- 
son provides 3 different strains ac- 
cording to the Center for Disease 
Control, including Influenza A 
(H3N2), Influenza A (H1N1) from the 
2009 outbreak, and also an Influenza 
B virus. These are derived from 
hen’s eggs that have been injected 
with antibiotics such as neomycin 
and polymyxin. In addition to these 
active ingredients, there is also mer- 
cury, formaldehyde, sodium phos- 
phate, sodium chloride, octylphenol 
ethoxylate, and gelatin. Side effects 
include soreness, redness, and 
swelling at the injection site, fever, 
headache, muscle aches, and sore 
throat. Sound familiar? 

By choosing to have the flu shot, 
you are readily subjecting yourself 
to the virus that you are trying to 
avoid. That’s how vaccines are meant 
to work. By exposing yourself toa 
virus or bacteria in small amounts, 
your body is able to fight it off, and 
builds a higher immunity to the 
virus. That makes sense, right? 

There are, however, some down 
sides. It is common to feel a bit under 
the weather after receiving the vac- 
cine. Sometimes, the strains that are 
expected to be prevalent that year 
are in fact not, and you end up sick 
anyway through a different strain. 
And something we should be particu- 
larly alert to is all of the additives, 
such as those listed above that are in 
the shot. Who wants to be putting

things in their body that are created 
in a lab and don’t belong there. 

So, what are some natural things 
you can do to help protect yourself 
this flu season? One of the most im- 
portant things that we can do, living 
in Northern Michigan is to get 
enough Vitamin D. Once we get into 
early fall months, the angle of the 
sun shifts across our region, it gets 
colder, and we end up with inade- 
quate exposure to the sun, which is 
how our bodies make Vitamin D. It is 
a crucial support to our immune sys- 
tems and is proving to be as impor-
